His simplicity of diction camo 
from the clearness of his mind and his sin- 
cerity ; his pen took no bribe from ambi- 
tion or avarice. Goethe, according to Mr. 
Calvert, combined the poetic and scientific 
tendencies as no other man, gifted with 
auy length of years, ever did before.

words of thanks were spoken by Rev. Dr. 
Algcr and Mr. George Ripley (a clr,ssmato of 
Mr. Calvert's nt Harvard), after which an in- 
formal recaption was held and a hot supper 
served.—[N. Y. World.

Considerable excitement was caused in 


Boston mouiod circles yesterday by the dis 
coveiy that $;iO,000 in forged checks hac 
been received by certain banks m this city 
but it subsided JQ a great measure when i 
was Icnvned thnt iho loss would fall else 
where. Investigation develops the fact tha 
a few wcoks since Messrs. " 
A' Co., No. 170 Fulton street. Now York, re 
ceived an order from a stranger for n litho 
graph check book for iho First Nationn" 
Uauk of Lowell, made payable at tbo First 
National Bank of Boston, and containing 
TiQO blanks. The work was executed and th 
stranger called and payed tho bill ; but sub 
sequently the firm who filled the ordei 
thinking there .might be something crookec 
in the matter, wrote to tbe president of th 
Lowell bank that they hnd filled the order as 
above specified,

It is not known 
whether the banks in Alabama havo cashed 
these checks or not, or whether they re- 
ceived them for collection, but it is certain 
that the Boston, banks will loso nothing by 
the frand.—[Herald.
